Titories of Philip, firnamed Bones. Duke of Bur-- 
gundy, ( where the Staple for Engliſh Wooll was 
in thoſe days kept)he inſtituted (as ſome write) 
that famous M1litary Order of the Golden Fleece, 
at this day in higheſt eſt-em with the whole 
Houſe of Auſtria, This abundance and cheap- 
neſs-of Wooll in Zngland, proceeds-not only 
from the goodneſs of the Soil, but alſo from the. 
freedom fromWolves, an from exceſſive Heats 
and colds, which in other Countries create a. 
charge of a conſtant guarding. their Sheep, and 
houſing them by night, and ſome times by day. 
Alſo, for advancingathe ManufaCtures of Cloth, 
that neceſſary Farth, called Fullers Earth, isno-

. The Foreft Laws are peculiar Laws,different 
from the Common .Law of England, . Foreſts 
in England are exceeding ancient ; and before 
the making, of Chartade Forefta, Offences com- 
mitted ther::in,were puniſhed at the pleaſure of 
the King, in ſo ſharp and grievous a manner,(as 
{till in Germany) that both Nobles and Commons 
did ſuffer many horrible igconveniences and op- 
prefſions; and even in that Charter, were ſome 
hard Articles, which the Clemettcy of gracious 
Kings have fince by Statute thought fit toalter 
er Aſiſas Forefle, Yet in the time of Edward 
She Third, and alſo at this day, Yoluntas _ens 
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bitur pro fato ; ſo that if a Man be taken hnnt- 
ing a Deer, he may be arrelted as if he had ta- 
ken a Deer.

Ofall Religions in the World, anciently on- 
ly the Fews worſhipt the true God, in the true 
manner. 
' The FewsReligion, in proceſs of time, by 
Traditions and Superſtitions much corrupted, 
was partly abrogated, and the reſt reformed, 
refined, and ſublimated by our Saviour Chriſt, 
and tince called The Chriſtian Religion ; which 
was Planted in England, Tempore ut ſcimus (ſaith 
Gildas)ſummo Tiberii Caſaris, which by compu- 
tation, will fall to be five years before St. Peter 
came to Kome, and about five years after the 
death of Chrilt. py | 
It is alſo affirmed by Ancient and Modern 
grave Authorsexprefly,that in the twelfth year 
of the Emperour Nero, St. Peter preached here, 
Baptized many, and ordained Biſhops, Prieſts, 
and Deacons : That immediately after St. Sre- 
phex*s death, and the Fews diſperſion, Foſepb of 
Arimathea, with twelve others, here Preach'd 
anddied: That the firſt Fabrick of a Chriſtian 
Church or Temple, in all the World, was at 
Glaſftenbury in Somerſetſhire, thirty one years af- 
ter Chriſt's death, and that St. Paul was per- 
' mitted to preach here, before he was ſuffered 
ſo te do-at Rom?. Aﬀerwards, Anno 130, the 
Chriſtian Faith was here profeſſed by publick 
Authority under King Zucizs, the firſt Chriſtian 
King in the World, and with Chriſtianity no 
doubt, came in the Epiſcopal Government, as 
may be ſeen in the Catalogue of Britiſh Biſhops ; 
and it iscertain, that at the Council of Arles, 
* Ann 347, there were three Britiſh Archbiſhops, 
ViIRs 
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viz. of London, York, an1 Caerleon, whereof the 
firſt had for his Province under him, the South; 
the ſecond, all the North; and the third, all 
beyond Severn, or the Weſt part of this Ifland, 
afore-mentioned, Under thefe three Archbi- 
ſhops, there were reckoned about that age, 
twenty eight Biſhops, all which did obſerve 
the Cuſtoms and Orders of the Greeh or Eafters 
Churches, and part«ularly that of FZafer, dif- 
ferent from the Zatine cultom, or Weſtern Chur- 
ches ; nor did they acknowle:!ge Rome to be 
the Mother-Church of the Britannich-Church. 
Britain was then a Patriarchal Juriſdition in 
ſubſtance, though perhaps not in name, and ſ@ 
continued, until about the year £96, when Au 
ftin the Monk, affilted by the fraud of forty 
other Monks, and by the power of the then 
Heathen Arglo-Saxons ( who had long before 
driven the Bri:zins into Wales) conſtrained the 
Britiſh Biſhops to ſubrnit themſelves to the Bi- 
ſhop of Rome, after which, by the convenience . 
or conJeſcenhons of the ſucceflive Saxon and 
Norman Kings, this Church was in ſome things . 
ſubjected to the Biſhop of Rome, as its Patri- 
arch or Primate; until Hexry the Eighth, by 


"his Royal Authority, -fas he and all other Kings 


might remove their Chancellors or other Ofti- 
cers, and diſpofſ2 of their Officzs to others ) 
did remoye the Primacy, or Metropolitanſhip 
from the See of Rome to the See of Canterbary ; 
as bzing far more agreeable to civil Policy and 
Prudence,that ſuch a high Power ſhould be pla- 
cedrather in a SubjeQ of our own Nation, than 
1n a Soveraign Prince, (for ſo is the Pope over 
ſeveral Territories in Jaly ) and he far remote 
beyond the Seas : which ejection of the Popes 
Authority was not done, as in other Nations,

The mindsof Engliſh Chriſtians thus deliver- 


ed from the Spiritual-Tyranny of the Bithop of 


Kome, and the Dignity of Engliſh Kings from 
the Spiritual ſlavery under him ; the King and 
Clergy took this occaſion to reform the many 
abuſes and errors -crept into the Church, in 
length of time,by the great negligence and cor- 
ruption of Governgurs; wherein-the wiſdom 
of the Engliſh Reformers, is to be admired to 
all Poſterity, which is briefly thus: 


-Firlt, care was taken, leſt that (as.it oft hap- 
pens in indiſcreet Purges, and where-ever only 


the Feople hath been the Reformer ) the good 


ſhould-be:taken away with the bad ; care was 
taken to retain all that could lawfully and-con- 
veniently be retained in the Romiſh.

ving Monuments of their Impieties, as'puniſh- : 


ments far worſe than death ; which, among 
Chriſtians, is believed to be but a paſſage, for 
all truly penitent, from this life toa far better, 
and ſo more a Reward than a Puni;tment.

proportionably : ſo anciently at a Callof Ser- 

geants at Law, each Sergeant ( ſaith Forteſcue ) 

ſpent Sixteen bundred Crowns in Fealting, which 

in thoſe days was more than Sixteen bundred 

Pounds now. 

The Enzliſh that feed not over liberally, 
(wherets the great plenty and variety of Vi- 
ands entice them) nor drink much Wine,but con- 
tent themſelves with ſmall Aleor Siler (but eſpe + 
cially the latter)are obſerved to be much more 
bealthy, and far longer lived,. than any of our 
Neighbouring Nations.

This Order is eſteemed the moſt Honourable, ' 
and moſt Antient of any now in uſe in Chriſtex- 
dom, It began, as appears in the Statutes of 
this Order, in 1350. and the Three and Twen- 
tieth Year of the Warlike and Puiffant King 
Kdward the Third, who Triumphed ſeveral 
times over France and Scotland; who held Pri- 
ſoners at one time in England, King Fobs of 
France, and King David of Scotland ; who by 
his Son Edward the Black Prince, expulſed the 
Rebels of: Cafile, and Inthroned - Don Pedxo 
their lawful King. He that did theſe mighty 
and glorious Exploits, was the Founder of this 
Moff Noble Order of the Garter, and at Firſt 
made choice of the moſt Illuſtrious Perſons of 
Europe to be of that Reyal Society, (no doubt) 
upon a Martial, and not upon any ſuch Amorous 
account, as a Garter falling from a Ladies Leg;

longs in the abſence of the King. 

In this Court are handled the Pleas of the 
Crown, all things that concern loſs of life , or 
Member of any Subje;for then the King is con. 
cerned,becauſe the Life andLimbs of theSubjett 
belong only to the King, fo that the Pleas 
here are between the King and the Subjett, 
Here are handled all Treaſons, Felonies, breach 
of Peace, Oppreflion, Miſgovernment , &, 
This Court,moreover,hath power to examine, 
and correct all errors in fao, and in jure, of al 
the Judges and Juſtices of England in their 
Fudgments and Proceedings, and this,not only 
In Pleas of the Crown, but in all Pleas Real, 
Perſonal, and Mixt, except only in the Ez: 
quer, ; 

In this High Court,fit commonly fout Grave 
Reverend Judges,whereof the firſt is ſtyled the 
Lord Chief Juſtice of the Kings-Bench, and is 
created not by Patent, but by a ſhort Writ, 
thus ; Georgio Feeffries, Militi ſalutem.
